The History of the Union Bill. 

"Wo present oleowhoro a despatch 
from Lord Carnarvon, furnishing nn 
explanation of tho motives by which 
Hor Majesty's Govornmont liavo boon 
actuated in taking stops for tho com- 
ploto Union ot tho Colonies, and 
which tho Soorotary of Stato has 
thought it necessary to placo upon 
record, " lost thoy [tbo motivos] 
should bo thought to involvo any want 
of consideration for tho then oxistiny 
Legislature of Yancouvor Island, or 
should bo attributed to any other intou- 
tion than tho dosiro to comploto with 
promptitudo an arrangement which 
tho Socrotary of Stato bolioves to bo 
not moro in accordance with tho main 
intorosts of tho two Colonies, than 
with their wishes, and to torminato 
a stato of uncertainty of which Lord 
Carnarvon fools convinced tho mis- 
chief is not overstated by tho Assom- 
bly of Yancouvor Island." Tho noblo 
Earl first refers to tho viows entorn 
tained by tho Duko of Nowcastlo, as 
far back as Juuo, 1SG3, on tho subject 
of Uiiion, and tho throo strong objoc 
tions to which such a courso was open, 
viz., tho prevalent fooling against it 
on tho spot j tho impossibility of grant- 
ing Kopresontativo Institutions 
.British Columbia whilo thoy alroady 
existed in and could not bo withdrawn 
from Yancouvor Island, except by a 
strong exorciso of Parliamentary 
power, or by an intimation on the part 
of that Colony that it ivas willing to 
place itself in the hands of Her Ma- 
jesty's Government ; and lastly, the 
Commorcial Policy of Vancouver Isl* 
and being opposod to tho imposition 
of Import Dutios, on which tho Gov- 
ornmont ot British Columbia was 
obliged to roly for its rovonuo. In tho 
significant _ words which wo havo 
italicised lies tho gist of tho whole 
thing. From tho outsot, wo con- 
demned tho obsequious, humiliating, 
unconditional resolution, ouginoorod 
through tho Houso by a section of 
dictatorial politicastors, as highly im« 
politic and dangerous in its tondoncy. 
Tho sequel proves too forcibly tho 
truth of tho ground wo thon took. 
On tho thon Houso of Assembly, col- 
lectively, but on tbo aolf'Mnflacod 
tacticians who fathered tho nostrum 
in particular, rests tho ovorlasting 
discredit of tho present ordor of things. 
This tho Socrotary of Stato proceeds 
definitely to point out. On tho 2d of 
March, 1865, says tho dispatch, the 
difficulty hitherto existing was disposed 
of by the Assembly of Vancouver Island, 
and tho words of the resolution pray- 
ing for immediate Union, under such 
constitution as Her Majesty may be 
pleased to grant, are thon quoted in 
their original deformity. Further on 
Lord Carnarvon romarks that tho As- 
sombly, on .Docember 13th, 18G5, 
though expressing their preference for 
representative institutions, and for 
what is tormed liesponmblo Govorn- 
mont, endorsed tho provious resolution 
reasserting that imincdiuto Union was 
necessary, boyond any other measure, 
to restore confidence, and roierring to 
tho willingness already shown by 
thorn to accept whatovor constitution 
Uer Majesty's Government might bo 
pleased to grant. These addresses, 
adopted at an interval ot nine months, 
tho Homo Government were justified 
in accepting as tho deliberate expres- 
sion of public opinion, and the con- 
solidation of all difficulties in favor of 
Union, oven at tho sacrifice of Koproi 
Bentativo Institutions, whilo tho terms 
could moot with no reasonablo objec- 
tion on tho part of British Columbia. 
Accordingly a bill was prepared by 
tho lato Government, and whilo in the 
courso of process through Parliament 
tho colobratod $187 resolutions of 
Juno last reached tho Colonial Ollico 
by telegraph, unaccompanied by any 
ollicial report, again asserting the vital 
importance of Union and tho injury 
inflicted on both Colonies by tho ex- 
isting stato of uncertainty, and 
although asking in go n oral terms for 
a constitution representative in its 
charactor, not specifically withdrawing 
tho prcviouu pledges. Her Majesty's 
Government did not, howovor, con» 
aider that theso unsupported expres- 
sions of opinion warranted tho further 
delay for another year of a moasure 
which the Assombly had so porsist- 
ontly pronounced ii dispensable, and 
in protracting tho uncertainty which 
had boon declared so ruinotiP. The 
bill .was, therefore, passed as it now 
exists. Whilo wo cannot protend to 
justify tbo courso pursued by tho Im- 
perial Govornmont in taking advan- 
tage of our local troubles to doprivo us 
of what is most dear to English Colo- 
n | B (- B — th right of Holf-govcrinnont — 
it is clear that tho Ilouso of Assembly 
was rogardod aa tho truo exponent of 



tho sontimonls of tho people, and that 
our caso was considered so urgent that 
a strict compliance with tho prayors 
of oar Legislature would bo hailed 
with joy by tho pcoplo or this Island. 
It is also clear that instoad of tho tolc- 
graphed resolutions accomplishing any 
good thoy had tho oppoBito offoct, and a 
bcoiio, something liko what wo por- 
trayed at tho timo of thoir transmission, 
was enacted in Downing stroot. So 
much for tho Senatorial wisdom of our 
Island Solons. 



Injurious lteports. 

Tho City Mombors, in calling to 
gcthor a numbor of thoir constituents 
yostorday, and rocommonding tho 
adoption of an addross to His ExceU 
loncy on tho subjoot of tho rumored 
removal of tho publio officos to tho 
mainlandjhavo hit tho right nail on tho 
hoad and drivon it homo. Tbo city i 
in a stnto of susponco as to tho inten- 
tions of tho Govornmont. Improve 
monts aro at a standstill, and no ono 
fools warranted in invosting anothor 
ponny in tho placo for foar that tho 
removal of tho judicial and othor pub 
lio departments will oxorciso a preju- 
dicial ofl'oct upon proporty of ovory 
description. Ilundrods of pooplo aro 
only waiting to boo what change is 
coutomplatod, and if a lino of policy 
that, in thoir opinion, will result inju 
riously, bo ndoptod, will loavo tho 
country. Few, if any, will go to tho 
mainland, but will bo lost to tho Colony 
foro'ver. Many, unwilling to livo in a 
stato of uncertainty, havo already 
gono. Whatovor may bo tho in- 
tontions of Govornmont, it is noeessary 
that thoy should bo mado known im- 
mediately. Our peoplo havo shown a 
romarkablo deal of pationco and good 
humor, all things considorod, but thoy 
cannot longer abido tho prosent 
noithor-one»thing-nor-t'othor condition 
of affairs Wo hopo that tho Commit- 
teo appointed will loso no timo in pre- 
senting tho address and making public 
tho roply. 

The Union Bill Officially Explained, 

Tho Don. Dr. Holmckeu, M.L.C., lato 
Speaker of the Houeo of Assembly in this 
Island, has placed in our possession the fol- 
lowing Despatch from the Right Hon. the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, explaining 
the motives by which Her Majesty's Govern* 
merit were actuated in effecting tho present 
Union of the Colonies. Accompanying this 
document is a communication from Governor 
Seymour, stating that His Excellency deemB 
it " respectful to tho people of Vancouver 
Island that the despatch should see the light 
first through the instrumentality of the late 
Speaker than through the moro formal ono 
of the Gazette, which is now only primed in 
Now Westminster." 

Vancouver Island, No. 15. 

Downing Street, \ 
31st October, 1866. ] 

Sin : I havo recoived from time to timo a 
considerable number of dispatches and othor 
communication!", as noted below, relating to 
the Constitutions ol Vaocouver Island and to 
the Union which has long been proposed 
between that Colony and British Columbia. 
In acknowledging them I think it advisable 
to placo on record, in some degree, the mo- 
tives by which Her Mujesty's Government 
have been actuated in taking steps for tho 
complete Union of the Colonies. 

So long ago as the 15th of June, 18G3, I 
observe that the Duke of Newcastle express; d 
his conviction lhat the Colonies ought to form 
one government.. But this courso was open 
to three strong objections : 

First. — It was opposed to the provnlent 
feeling on tho spot. 

Secondly.— The formal grant of Repre- 
sentative Institutions was impossible in Brit- 
ish Columbia, while they already existed in 
and could not bo withdrawn from Vancouver 
Island, except by a strong exercise of Par- 
liamentary power, or by an intimation on tho 
part of tho Colony that it was willing to 
place itself in the hands of Hor Majesty's 
Government. 

Thirdly. — The commercial policy of Van- 
couver Island wus opposed to the imposition 
of Import Duties, on which tho Government 
of British Columbia was obliged lo roly for 
its revenue. 

But for these objections the Duko ot New- 
castle considered, and indeed no reasonable 
person could doubt, that the interests of the 
Colonies, whether in point of economy or in 
point of administrative efficiency, required 
that they shoo Id be consolidated under one 
Legislative and ono Executive Government. 

Such were the views of the Homo Govern, 
monl in 1863. On the 2d of March, 18G. r >, 
the difficulty hitherto existing was disposed 
of by ihe Assembly of Vancouver Island de- 
claring by resolution that " ihe immediate 
Union of this Colony with British Columbia 
under such constitution as Her Majesty's 
may be pleased to grant is the means beet 
adopted to prevent permanent cnusos of de- 
pression as well as to stimulate trade, foster 
industry, develop our resources, augment our 
population/ and increase our permanent pros- 
perity." 

Later, on tho 13th of December, 18G5, tho 
same Assembly ''endorsed'' theso resolutions, 
but whilo expressing thoir proforonco for ro- 
prosenlative institutions, and apparently for 
what is called Responsible Government, re- 
peated their conviction that tho immediate 
Union of Vance uver Island uud British Co- 
lumbia was necessary beyond any other 
measure lo impart confidence to the public 
mind and to placo both Colonies on a pros- 
perous looting. They also referred to tho 
willingness which they had already shown 
to accept whatever consiitution Her Majesty's 
Government might bo pleased to grant. 

Theso Addresses, adopted by the Legisla- 
ture at an interval of nearly a year, must 
plainly bo taken as representing tho deliber- 
ate opinion of the community in favor of 
Union oven at the sacrifice ot their Repre- 
sentative Institutions. And though it is true 
that certain of tho inhabitants ol Vancouver 
Island were ovidontly opposed to tho imposi- 
tion of import dutios in lhat Island, yet it is 
evident that if Union was to bo effeotod the 
imposition or removal of those dutios must 
remain a question lor tho doeision of tho 
United Legislature. It must bo supposud 
that the Assembly accepted this obvious 
consequonce of their own request. 

Tims tno difficulties ot consolidation as 
far as regards Vuncouvor Island wero wholly 
removed, and on terms to which no reason- 
able objection could bo raised on tho part 
ol British Columbia. Under theso circum- 
stances Hor Majesty's lato Government in- 
troduced a bill into parliament with that 
object, and lhat bill • was subsequently 
adopted and carriod on by mo. When that iiill 
waB pasBiug through Parliament nomo rosO'< 
lutions (uuacoompaniud by any report from j 



tho Govornor of the Colony) were received 
by telegraph, which had been passed in tho 
month of June by tho House of Assembly, 
and which, though thoy reassertod fhe vital 
necessity of Union, praying that this Union 
might lake placo under a certain cons'itu- 
tion which would bo Representative in ils 
general character, hut Iho terms and con- 
ditions of whioh were vory loosedy specified. 
Tho Assembly, however, did not specifically 
withdraw tbo originol pledges ot January and 
December, 18(35, and thoy improssed on tho 
Secretary of the Stata tho injury which was 
inflicted on both colouioB by tho then stato of 
uncertainty. 

Even in tho absonoo of explanations from 
tho Governor it was ovident that thoBO ex- 
pressions of opinion did not justify Her Maj- 
esty's Government in delaying' for anothor 
year tho Union whioh tho Houso of Assembly 
has consistently, and, in the opinion of 
succossivo Secretaries of State, correctly pro* 
nouaond indisuonsablo, and in protrooting tho 
uncertainty which thoy had declared to bo 
injurious. 

Tho bill thoreforo was carried throngh 
Parliament, and may pothaps havo resulted 
in the Union of ihe two colonies before this 
despatch can reach its destination. 

That Union will render it unnecessary for 
me to outer on a vaiioly of eubjeotB which 
r.ro treated of in tho despatches and letters 
now under acknowledgment. But I havo 
thought it necessary to furnish yon with Ibis 
explanation of tho proceedings of Her Maj. 
esty's Government, lest thoy should bo 
thought to involvo nDy want of consider- 
ation for tho then existing Legislature ol 
Vancouver Island, or should be attributed to 
any other motivo than tho desiro to oorn- 
plote with promptitudo an arrangomont 
which I believe to bo moro in accordance 
with tho moin interests of tho two colonies 
than with thoir wishes, and to terminate a 
stale of uncertainty of which I am convinced 
tho mischief is not overstated by the Assem- 
bly of Vancouver Island.

The Rumored Removal ol tho Public 
Offices. 

A meeting was convened in the Chiimbor 
of Commerce rooms yesterday afternoon, at 
tho call of tho Hon, Dr. Helmcken, to con- 
sider a question of vital importance to tho 
city and island at lanre. Tho intuiing was 
composed of most of tho iulluential and solid 
mun of tho place and the proceedings were 
listened to with marked iuterest. Among tho 
gentlemen present we observed l)r Helmckeu 
and Mr DeCoamoa ( M.L.C.'s "select" for Dis- 
trict No. 1), Messrs Shepherd, lihodes, Ash. 
Stewart, Leneveu, Cochrane, Stahlsohmidt, 
Fiulay, Diako, Nioholsoo, Johnalon, Langluy, 
Main, Stewart, Hepburn, Wilkie, Ward, 
McCreight, Jackson, .Nagle, Backus, Wal- 
lace, Nathan, Elliott, i'lummer, Seelyo, 
David, Suiro, 'Trimble, William, Win. Wil- 
son, Trahey, &a. 

Mr llhodea was called to tlio chair, and 
Mr C. W. Wallace was chosen Secretary. 

Dr llelmoken theo proceeded !o explain 
the object of the call. He mid ho thought it 
bis duty to bring to tho notice of the meeting 
that it was reported tho Land Ollice, Courts, 
and, in fact, all Die public offices, wero about 
to bo removed to some other place, 'l'ticito 
reports were so current that it seemed to him 
they might have some foundation in fact, and 
they wero highly injurious to tho best inter- 
ests of the country by creating a fooling of 
insecurity in the public mind. Now ho 
wished to see these reports eithor confirmed 
or refuted, and lie would propose thai an 
address to His Excellency bo adopted, and 
a deputation appointed to present it and ask 
whether the reports were tmo or false. II 
true, tho people must then act vigorously ; 
if untrue, public confidence would be speedily 
restored by their contradiction |hear, 
hearj. This was the most important part 
of the Colony. People and capital 
from every part wore gathered hero, and the 
removal of the Courts and other public insti- 
tutions would most seriously afiect the city. 
Tbo Island would be virtually debarred 
from obtaining justice, were tho Courts car- 
ried to the mainland, and the Land and Regis- 
trar's offices could not bo dispensed with. 
Some steps should bo tuken to ascertain tho 
truth or falsity of these prejudicial reports. 
A public meeting, he thought, would only 
increase the public alarm at present, and he 
thoreforo moved that an address be passed, 
and a committee bo appointed to wait upon 
HiB Excellency, (hear) The honorable 
gentloman concluded by paying thut it was 



never intended Union should be made an 
instrument for our destruction, and read tho 
draft of an address embodying tho views he 
bad expressed. 

Mr Wallace thought that Dr Helmcken 
had so completely shown the necessity lor 
action, thut he would move the appointment 
of a committee to dralt an address. 

Mr Cochrane seconded the motion of Mr 
Wallace, and alluded to tho great injury that 
would be wrought on every inhabitant by the 
removal of the public offices from this place. 
Ho agreed with Dr Helmcken, that a public 
meeting would ouly servo to increase tho 
feeling of insecurity that prevailed. 

Mr Stewart did not think that Dr Ilelni- 
cken's address could bo improved upon, and 
moved that it be adopted by the meeting, 
(heat) 

Mr Nathan seconded. 
Dr Helmcken remarked that the paper ho 
hod read was only a rough draft, aud ho 
thought it should not be passed over too 
hurriedly. 

The Chairman agreed with the Doctor, 
that tho dralt should be referred to a cora- 
mittoo, and should oome heforo another 
meeting for adoption. 

Mr DeCosmos believed that tho address 
Bhould be adopted by this meeting; but he 
believed that a public meeting would havo 
to be held eventually beloro much good 
could bo done. Ho suggested a second 
reading of tho draft. 

Tho droit was then read by the Secretary 

Mr Wallace then withdrew his motion for 
a committeo. 

The clauses wen then read, und slightly 
amended, und the address was adontod as a 
whole. 

Tho chairman on motion appointed a dep- 
utation of tivo gentlemen to wait, in conjunc- 
tion with the city members, upoti'liia Excel- 
lency and present tho address; and the follow- 
ing gentlemen wero named : Messrs. J. G. 
Shepherd, J. H. Stewart, Dr Trimble, J. P. 
McCreight, J. 0. Nicholson with the Chair- 
man and Secretary. 

After a vote ol thanks lo tho chairman, 
tho meeting adjourn d. 

From Cariboo. 

We havo files of the Cariboo Sentinel to the 
30th till. The mining intelligence has been 
mainly anticipated by telegraph ; but the fol- 
lowing condensed items Irom tho Columbian 
may, however, bo found readable : 

Bitter complaint is mado respecting the 
meagro mail and express service. 

Tho weather was very lino, and there had 
been no Irost of any consequence. 

There are two towns on (jrouso Creek, 
about a milo apart, and both growing rapidly. 

A movement was on foot lor organizing a 
Dramatio Club. 

A Iresh item of evidence against Barry 
had turned up, in the shape ol a pin given to 
ono of tho " Hardies " by tho prisoner, and 
which has been identified as tho property ol 
tho late Blessing. 

A farewell dinner was offered to Commis- 
sioner Cox by the miners, previous to his de- 
parture from the Creek, but was declined by 
that gentleman. 

LATBR PROM CARIBOO. 

From Mr James Heal, who Kit Williams 
Creek on tho 3d inst., we obtain the following 
items of news : Tho weather continued 
pleasant. Snow from 10 to 1 2 inchos, but 
very littlo frost, not enough to impede mining 
operations in any way. I'ublio health was 
excellent. Markets unchanged, with the ex- 
ception of flour and butter, tho former having 
risen to S23 per 100 lbs., and tho latter to 
81 HO por lb. 

There were 12 or 15 companies at work 
on Williams Creek, mostly averaging wages, 
und the majority of which purpose working 
nil tho winter. 

UROUBK CREEK. 

Prospecting is being carried on upon an 
extensive scale. Thero aro 300 men on the 
creek. Tho Heron is now ranked as the 
richest claim in Cariboo. 

CANAOIAN ANO OTHER CREEKS. 

This crock lies between Grouse and Wil- 
liams, nnd is attracting oonsidoiahlo tUtou" 



lion lately. Thcro is a company of 10 en- 
gaged in a thorough prospecting. Thero is 
considerable prospecting going on in various 
minor localities, and in some instances with 
highly encouraging indications. In Conk„ 
lie's gulch the United Co., aro 6til| carrying 
on work. They propose running a tunnel 
into the hill with a view to striking tlio back 
chautiel. Thoy had been gottiug good pay, 
averaging S250 weekly dividend. 

Tho weather wa8 very pleasant, frosts 
Might and no snow on tho ground. Mot 
cold weather aud three inches of snow in 
tho ''green timber." At the 83 mile post 
mercury eix degrees bolow zero. From there 
down no snow and wotUher line, roads in 
good condition. 

in the Soda Crook district the harvest had 
boon abundant and housed in excellent con- 
dition. The fanners are watching most 
anxiously the progress nl tho Hour mill, which 
Mr Adams hopes to have running by the 
middle of March. 

CEDAR GREEK. 

From Cedar Creek tho news is excellent, 
Messrs Paine and Moore had boon over to 
hoda Creek and bought SHOO worth ol goods, 
for which they paid in Cedar Urcck dust. 
Thero were only two companies washing, 
and their average was §40 a day to the hand. 
Six other claims wore buine; prospected, and 
would continue to be worked all winter. Mr 
Dunnau MoMarlin is putting in a flume 1500 
loot long to carry oil the tailings from tho 
claims. 

IlORSEn.Y CREEK. 

A company has been formed for the pur- 
pose of wing-damming and prospecting 
Horsefly Cruek. 

CANTON - GREEK, 

Works aro being carried on in the Stewart 
Washburn and HomeMtako and the ead im- 
proves as they go down. In the Stewart ihey 
bad got down -10 feet, where the ledge is 
from 3 feet to 4 feet in thickness, anil the 
rock is quite as rich as any got near the sur- 
face. In tho Washbnrn ami Uomeetake the 
ledgo is 2 feet inches thick, and maintains 
its character for richness. The Poor .Man's 
tho last ledgo struck, promises to bo tho 
best dt fined and tho richest ledgo of any on 
the Creek. 

The placer diggings on Terry creek, a 
tributary of Canyon, are paying 88 to SIO 
a tlay to tho hand. There are six wintering 
thero. On Canyon about 25 men will win- 
ter, engaged in opening tho ledges. The 
bench diggings on the latter creek havo paid 
well. Mr McLeese has a uugget from those 
workings worth $21 To. 

STILL LATKfi. 

From Judge Cox, who left Williams creek 
on the G'.h inst., we learn that flour had ri.«en 
to $26, and most other articles in liko pro- 
portion. A census tuken by tho Judge 
showe thai in tho District of Cariboo East 
thero are 1350 persons (exclusive of Chinese 
and Indians) 323 of these being on Grouse 
creek. The United Claim in Conklin's gulch 
gave a dividend of S400 to the share lor the 
week. Thero are Hi shares in tho company, 
thus making the uggfegate yield for the 
week SG400, or nearly equal to the average 
yield ol the famous Heron claim on Grouse 
orcek, which is comprised of 8 shares. The 
general leeling in Cariboo is one of cheer, 
lul confidence. 



Common School Examination. — Tho half- 
yearly examinations of the public schools 
ended yesterday, with that of the Centra' 
School (boys), at which wero present: His 
Worship the Mayor, tho Reverend Mr 
Browning, Reverend Mr Woods, Mr J. J. 
Cochrane, Mr Williams, and several of the 
parents of tho children. Considering tho 
many drawbacks under which the schools have 
labored latterly, antl the stato of uncertainly 
and discouragement in which the teachers 
hove been placed, the examinations nave 
proved most satisfactory. In the opinion of 
tho Superintendent, the children generally 
are better grounded, and have made more 
real progress in the last half-year than in the 
preceding ono, and that in spite of the un- 
avoidable absence of the head mistress in the 
girl's department and the loss of the assistant 
jeachor in tho Boy's Central School. It may- 
bo slated as a proof that the public schools 
havo not lost in the public opinion, that the 
number of scholars has nearly remained the 
same, notwithstanding the departure of so 
many families. The District School rogistors 
4G children, a greater number than it has 
had for sotno time, and the number of boys 
at tho Central School has been : In Aug , 
107, in Sept., 102; in Oct., OS ; in Nov., 
10G ; in Dec, 05. In tho Central School 
(girls) the falling oir has been more con- 
siderable, partly in cousequence of many ol 
tho mothers, who were not heforo used to go 
out lo work, being obliged to keep thoir 
daughters nt home.and partly in consequence of 
tho winter soason. Our readers will bo glad 
to learn, that as a whole, tho public schools 
aro in a satisfactory condition. 

Private School Examination.— The pu- 
pils of Miss Faussette's school wero yester- 
day examined by the Rev, Messrs Garrett 
and Somervillo in the presence ol their 
parents and guardinns. There wero pre- 
sented for examination nearly thirty ol all 
grades, from the " tyro " in his primer, to 
the first class, professing the whole ul Eng- 
lish history, the Geography of Europe and 
America, with iho use ol globes. All ap- 
peared thoroughly grounded in the subjects 
of their study, and justly merited Iho high 
approbation expressed by tho examiners. 
Each class was thoroughly tested, and where 
all did so well it is almost invidious to men 
tion any. Master Walter Sparrow, and Miss 
Henrietta Dor mo u undoubtedly sustained the 
first places, and produced some historical 
essays, which wero road with commendation 
The facility with which the pupils spelled 
tho most difficult words excited general ad- 
miration, Two little fellows, Muster Rod- 
erick Tolmie and Edward Hodges, and a 
vory little girl, Annie Wolfe, wero success- 
fully tested in all I lie words of a long series 
of lessons. The proceeding;! were terminated 
abutit four o'clock by Miss Susan Work ren- 
dering on the Piano ibe "Telegraphic Grand 
March," alter which the Rev. Mr Somer- 
villo aud Roderick Finlayson, Esq., shortly 
addressed the children, and they wsre dis- 
missed for tho holidays, lo meet on the 2d of 
Jan nary.

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Captain Hai.l and Sir Joiin Franklin. 
Tho ouptain and part of tho crew of the 
American whaling ship Antolopo, which was 
lost last Ootober, near Neantolik Island, baa 
arrived at St. John's. Tho Commercial 
Journal of that town says : Tho oflicors of 
the Antelope bring interesting information 
of discoveries made by C. F. Hall respecting 
the Frouklin expedition. Mr Hall has in bis 
possession a gold watch, somo silver spoons, 
and otb'Jr relics supposed to have belonged to 
tho Franklin party. He also learned that 
tho remains of some of Franklin's men wera 
lying under a boat in Committoo Bay, where 
they hud been placed by tho natives after 
death. Tho natives would not permit Mr 
Hall to go on to exumino thom, but as several 
vessels will winter in Repulso Bay, it is be- 
lieved Mr Hall will secure assistance and 
push his way to whero tlio remains are 
situated. 

London IIoube Almanac— Mossrs J. II. 
Turner & Co., of Loudon House, have just 
received from England one of tho most tasty 
and elegantly compiled littlo family pooket 
almanacs that we over remember to have seen. 
In addition to a list of the dry goods imported 
by the firm, is a completo almanac and diary 
of events, with pages opposito each month for 
memoranda ; also a picturo and dercription of
